welgrslts in the form of an eagle at 
the extremity of heaven and blow* 
blasts over nil people nnd on the great 
tree YggdrasJl sits an eagle' ohservInK 
everything that happens. "When Zeus 
was preparing for his struggle with 
the Titans the eagle. brought him a 
thunderbolt, whereupon the god took 
tlio bird fpr his emblem.- It naturally 
became tho emblem of nations after 
Its long use in mythology. Ptolemy 
Soter made It tho emblem of tho Egyp 
tinn kingdom. In » the Roman storj 
the eagle was tho herald to Tarquinus 
of his royal power, and it was one. of 
the. most importnnt insignia of tho re- 
public, and was also assumed by 'the 
emperors, and 'adopted Into medieval 
heraldry after tho time of Oharle 
magae.

will not only takajfearc of a multitude 
of tlmse who mnypiot be able,to return 
to their former dccupntlons, whose de- 
sires are not to do so, whoso health 
prohibits them, from Indoor life or 
whose outdoor linblts from the past 
one, two, three or four years have 
given them such a taste nnd desire 
for It that confinement would be un- 
bearable. Farm life will thus appeal 
to them, and the Indications are that It 
will be taken advantage of by thou- 
sands. It means much to them ns well 
as to the Contlnpnt of America thnt 
provides tho opportunity to the world 
nt large, and to the stricken and fam- 
ished nations of Europe, who, not only 
today, but for years to come, will re- 
quire tho sustenance that .can 'only 
largely bo supplied by tho United 
States and Canada. By following the 
pursuit of agriculture* the returned 
soldier will continue the cnuse ho so 
greatly advanced when fighting on the 
field of battle. Both countries have 
undeveloped areas yet open to settle- 
ment i 

There is little need here to direct 
attention to the wealth that has come 
to the farmers of Canada within the 
past few years. It Is not .only In grain 
growing thnt unqualified and almost 
unequnied success has followed hon- 
es* effort, but the raising of horses, 
cattle, sheep nnd hogs has been Inrge 
source of profit These nro facts that 
are well known to the mnny friends 
and acquaintances of the thousands of 
farmers ! from the United States who 
have -acquired wealth on the prairies 
of -Western Cnnnda. Farms of from 
one hundred nnd sixty to six hundred 
nnd forty acres of the rlchesttsoll may 
be secured on rensonoble terms, und 
with an excellent climate, with a school 
system equal to any in the world, and 
desirable social conditions, little else 
could bo asked. 

Canadian statesmen are today busily 
engaged planning for the future of the 
returned soldier with a view to_ making 
him Independent of state help after the 
Immediate necessary assistance has 
been granted, the main Idea being to 
show In the fullest degree the country's 
appreciation of the services ho has 
rendered. 

But, now thnt the war Is ended, nnd 
the fact apparent thnt of nil nvocntlons 
the most profltnUle and Independent 
Is that of "the farmer, there will be n 
strong desire to Hecure farm Innds for 
cultivation. Canada offers the oppor- 
tunity to those seeking, not us specula- 
■tloh but as production. The deepest 
Interest is taken by Federal and Pro- 
vincial authorities to further the wol- 
fare of tho farmer and secure a maxi- 
mum return .for ; his efforts. Large 
sums of money are spent In educational 
and 'experimental work. Engaged In 
Experimental and Demonstration 
farms, and In the agricultural colleges, 
are men of the highest technical' knowl- 
edge nnd practical experience, some be- 
ing professors of International reputa- 
tion. The results of experiments nnd 



tests are free nndnvnllnble to nil. Ed. 
ucntionnl' opportunities forfurmers are . 
the .concern of tho Government rind 
appreciation Is shown by tho number of 
fhrraers who attend ti*.o free courses.

Tliun upon tho- United ■-■States and 
Canada' for ; many, yenrs will rest the 
great • burden of feeding the world, 
WItliEfree Interchange of travel, dim.

resumption o£ the large '.Influx of. set- 
tlers from tho United Stntes which pre- 
vailed previous to the war. During 
tho war period there was n~ dread of 
something, no one seemed to know 
whnt: If the American went to Canada 
ho might be conscripted, put In prison,- 
or In his nttempt to cross tho border he 
would meet with Innumerable diuicul- ; 
ties, most of which, of course, wns un- 
true. .These untruths were circulated .. 
for a, purpose by an element, which, It 
was discovered, had on Interest In fo- 
menting and creating trouble nnd dis- 
trust between two peopies whoso lan- 
guage and olras In life should bo.nny- 
. thing but of an unfriendly, character.. 
The' draft lew of the United States' 
adopted- for the carrying out of "-ihe 
high purposes had In view by the Unit- 
ed Stntes kept mnny from going to 
Cnnndn during tho period of the .war. 
The citizen array of the United States 
was quickly mobilized, and contained 
a large percentage of the young men 
from the forms. In this way many 
were prevented from going to Cnnndn. 
" That Is all over now. There are no 
real or Imaglnnry restrictions; there Is 
no draft law to Interfere. On. the con- 
trary. there Is nn unfathomable depth 
of good feeling, nnd the long existing 
friendship Is stronger thnn ever. This 
has been brought about by the knowl- 
edge of whnt has been done In the re- 
cent great struggle, each vying with 
the other In giving credit forwhat was 
accomplished. In t bought nnd feeling, 
In language, In alms In life, in work, 
in desire to build up n new. world, 
there hns been bred n kinship which is 
as Indissoluble as time Itself.— Adver- 
tisement.

'Feeling in England That America Shoulfl Discard Her Traditional 
# i Aloofness and Assume Administration of Part of Cap- 
tured Lands— New Form of Colonial Control N 
Is Being Advocated. 
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. By LLOYD ALLEN,

London.— 'Will America be willing, 
to take on some of the German col- 
onies or TnrklBh possessions In the 
-near East?" 

' That 1b a question that Is uppermost 
!n the minds. of a lnrge section of the 
governing class of England. 'Men who 
haVo'led British political thought for 
years believe Hint we * "should assume 
some of the responsibility of governing 
the. lands captured from the Germans 
and Turks," as one leading Brltislfc) 
publicist told mo. recently. There is a 
double reason back of this Idea. 

First of all, America Ib an English- 
speaking nation that can be trusted to 
administer wisely and well .the desti- 
nies of n less-enlightened people. 

Secondly, "it is only through nctunl 
participation In the responsibilities of 
looking after far-away colonics* that 
America can ever appreciate the true, 
state of mind of the British people of 
all classes, upper, middle and lower, on 
tills deljcnte subject of empire,", it Is 
stated by several prominent propa- 
gandists. 

Division of Colonies. 

At this stage of the peace negotia- 
tions the question of dividing the col- 
onies is n matter on which no public, 
man Is anxious to go on record". But 
unofficially the subject Is attracting 
wldo attention. Too many Interests 
are Involved to Invite outspoken dis- 
cussion. There are larger problems 
-that must first bo solved: The limita- 
tion of armaments, freedom of theseas 
end above all "other subjects, forma- 
tion of n league of nations. Onco 
these are disposed of. the colonial knot 
will probably be quickly cut. 
. It is with implicit faith In the ulti- 
mate outcome of these basic nfTnlrs 
that the Intelligent Briton outlines, his 
belief that America, If she is to remain 
as a leading factor in world politics, 
must go: Into the colony business... 

Should such a course bo embarked, 
on by the United States, should we 
take, for Instance, the administration 
of Palestine and 1 Armenia and possibly 
some of the former German lands in 
South Africa, It would be put on the 
same platform that the best elements 
In England accept for India; namely,

ment like Canada and. Australia, and 
must then bo given every freedom to 
determine" her own destiny. 

u v The same principles would apply to 
the subject African states — ultimate 
/freedom to choose whether or not the 
ties that bind to the mother country 
must bc» cut, or allowed to remain. 
Answerable to League of Nations. 
Through all the days of American 
administration — and.it Is'- admitted 
many of these days would prove Irk- 
some and expensive— America would 
be answerable to the league of notions 
for her actions In the territory, held In 
trust, Just as the other European. pow- 
ers. England, France and Italy, will be 
answerable to the league of nations 
for any maladministration, of subject 
peoples. . 

In brief, intelllgpnt England Ir rec- 
ommending for world consideration a 
now form of colonial control, with the 
feeling that the world has* outgrown 
the dnys when a Spanish tyrant could 
. terrorize Cuba, or a brutalized Ger- 
man government could commit, atroci- 
ties In South Africa. 

f There is In America a somewhnt 

"general belief that. the average Brit- 
ish citizen takes grout pride In the 

' large colonial possessions of his coun- 
try; that he gloats with much satis- 
faction oyer the fact that Great Brit- 
ain controls something like one-quar- 
ter of the inhabitable portions. of the 
world; , 

Our Ideas on this subject are not 
exactly correct There Is a large ele- 
ment In the citizenship of this coun- 
try .that Is dead against ''the proposal 
to acquire any more territorial posses- 
ions. In fact among the Labor party, 
which Is showing unusual strength

these days, there is a firm conviction 
that India must soon' be allowed to 
say what her government shall be. 
Problems to Be Solved. 

Here we have another side of the 
problem that many predict will be 
solved by providing for enlightenment 
of the uncivilized colonial peoples, and 
by Introducing Into colonial government 
a number of reforms— prohibition of 
the sale of alcohol to natives, first of 
all, and next the establishment of wel- 
fare departments calculated to better 
the living conditions of the natives. 

Much effort Is being expended here 
In England to. start fundamental re- 
forms In the attitude toward the col- 
onies. Booklets nre being issued and 
are Just off the press. *One entitled 
"Windows of Freedom" carries an in- 
troduction by Viscount Grey. 

"America's Place in World Govern- 
ment" is given considerable space. It 
Is strongly pointed out that "none' of 
the territories outside Europe de- 
tached by this war from the German 
and Turkish empires enn in the. near 
future provide peace, order and good 
government for themselves. How to 



provide government for these terri- 
tories Is the most' difficult of the ques- 
tions which the conference has to face. 
.From* a hundred lips and pens tho 
answer wllhcome that the splutlon lies 
In International control The leqgueof 
nntions will solve the problem. 

Tlie. booklet then emphasizes that 
the lengue-of nations, In Itself, cannot 
provide nctual government for the col- 
onies: that government must be fur- 
bished by one of the associated pow- 
ers, acting In a way as agent for the 
league of nations and of course respon- 
sible to the league. 

Freedom Is Secured. 

"The control of the four continents 
IriiH fallen, or is now falling, to the 
free peoples of the earth," the booklet 
with the Viscount' Grey introduction 
states, and by that control the exist-' 
once of freedom is secured, not only 
In Europe, but also In America and 
Australia. 

"But what Is the effect of^ this vic- 
tory to he on Asia, Africa and the 
scattered remnants of primitive so- 
ciety who inhabit^ a hundred Pacific 
isles? In the end the effect. must be 
that they, too, will achieve the art 
of governing themselves. But the 
question, how soon can the end be 
reached, depends on a right under- 
standing by the free nntions who now 
control the world of the delicate and 
complex nature of the problem. Fail- 
ure to grasp It will not only delay 
the end but may yet sot the civilized 
world by the ears," In brief, may yet 
form the grounds for another war. 

There Is s iio scntlhicnt expressed In 
the publications now being Issued on 
the colonial problem against any fea- 
ture of the fourteen points laid down 
In President Wilson's pence declara- 
tion. Tnsteud, there Is shown an ef- 
fort to make these points harmonize 
with the arguments advanced for 
American participation in colonial gov- 
ernment 

What Wilson Said, 

President Vyilson's fifth clause, In 
the notable fourteen points, asks for 
"A free, open-minded and absolutely 
Impartial adjustment of all colonial 
claims based upon a strict observance 
of the principle that In determining' 
all such questions of. sovereignty the 
Interests of the populations concerned 
must have equal weight with. the equi- 
table claims of the government whose' 
title Is to be determined." 

The whole jiolnt at Issue, according 
to this recently published British view, 
is that no government shnll claim .ex- 
clusive title to the captured lands, but 
that one government must take the 
responsibility of administration and be 
[responsible In turn to an International 

Clause twefVe of the president's 
peace terms provide for the lopping 
off of Armenia and Palestine from 
Turkey and Insist that these one-time 
subject states shall "be assured an un- 
doubted security of life and an abso- 
lutely unmolested opportunity of nn- 
tonomous development," which oppor- 
tunity, it is pointed out here, would 
most assuredly be provided were 
America acting as a kind of big broth- 
er to the Armenians nnd people of Pal- 
estine. 

Thero Is hope here among the'most 
far-seeing British .thinkers that Amer- 
ica will discard- her traditional aloof- 
ness, and become custodian of the Ar- 
menians, of Palestine, and take charge 
even of the Dardanelles, maintaining 
on open-door policy, n policy the Brit- 
ish will undoubtedly strongly iirge on 
the French and Italian goyernmehts an 
an expedient In wise territorial govern- 
ment. 

It Is even being urged that we take 
over tho task of preserving the au- 
tonomy of Persia and Arnbin. 

Thnt America possesses knowledge 
for handling such a lnrge nsslgnment 
is undoubted. It is pointed out that 
ltobert8 "college and the American mis- 
sions In tlie near East hnve given Vis 
a preponderant shares If not a monop- 
oly, of public-spirited men, many of 
them natives of this section of the 
world who consequently have flrst-hnnd 
knowledge of these regions. 

Incidentally, from the nenr East, 
America could- promote railroad con- 
struction without offense to the Brit- 
ish, and could assist in that most* vex* 
atlous problem of the day, the restora- 
tion of Russia, the blind giant among 
nations, tho Grey booklet says.

Government Officials Work Quietly— 
Radicals Taken Away Before 
Strikers' Are Aware of Fact- 
Strike" Broken. 



<■•: Washington, Feb. 7.— With the sub- 
mission to congress of the conferees, 
agreement oh the -long-delayed war 
revenue hill, the American ' people 
were presented with their prospective 
federal tux budget for 1019 mid en- 
suing years — something over ?6,000,- 
000,000 this year and ?4 ,000 ,000,000 the 
year after, subject to the revision of 
future. rates expected to be undertaken 
by the next- congress. 

The conference report, presented ro 
the house by Majority Leader Kitchln, 
with arrangements for Its- considera- 
tion Friday, is regarded assured of 
adoption by both house and senate 
and of approval by the president. It 
thus promises the future American 
tax yield. The present yield is about 
J>4. 370,000,000. 

The bill gives every soldier, sailor 
and murine and all woman nurses In 
the American forces a bonus of $00. 

Besides this year's tax levy of about 
f.0,000,000,000, further treasury needs, 
to be raised by bonds and other means 
are estimated by the treasury at about 
$1 2,000,000,000.

Beverage taxes, contingent on prohi- 
bition, 'as adopted are : 

Distilled spirits for nonbevernge pur- 
poses, $2.20 per proof gallon, the pres- 
ent rate; distilled spirits manufactur- 
ed, Imported or withdrawn for bever- 
age purposes, $0.40 per gallon, double 
exlsUng law, but with a "relief" provi- 
sion, suspending certain charges on 
spirits held in bond by prohibition; 
beer and other fermented beverages, 
$6 per barrel, double present- law; 
wines, double existing rates based on 
alcoholic content, also with a prohibi- 
tion "relief" provision permitting dis- 
tillation of wines for Industrial pur- 
poses; cereal beverages, or "near 
beer," 15 per cent on sales, n new tax;

Cigar rates fixed by the conferees 
range from $1.50 per thousand, Instead 
of $1 on cigars weighing three pounds 
or less per thousand, to $15 per thou- 
sand, a 50 per cent Increase in cigars 
sold In excess of 20 f cents each. 

Cigarettes are taxed $3 per thou* 
sand Instead of $2.05 on those weigh- 
ing not more thnn three pounds per 
thousand, and $7.20 per thousand In- 
stead of $4.80 in cigarettes weighing 
more. 

Tobacco and snuff are taxed 18 
rents a pound, an Increase of 5 cents. 
Stringent provislsons were adopted by 
the conferees to regulate dealers in 
leaf tobacco. 

Amusement admission taxes in tho 
bill, effective April 1, were Increased 
. only in a few instances, the general 
rate of 1 cent on each 10 cents or frac- 
tion paid being retained after peti- 
tions bearing thousands of names were 
received protesting against an earlier 
agreement to double tjjfe/rate. 

Club dues are taxed 10 per cent, the 
present rate upon members of organ- 
izations charging more than $10 an- 
nually. 



Chicago, Feb. 10. — Deportation Is 
the answer of the United States gov- 
ernment to the challenge of I. W. W. 
and bolshevik agitators who came. to 
this country to stir, up. trouble In In- 
dustry and social life. 

The ilrst federal blow against the 
wave of bolshevlsih launched on the 
Pacific coast was revealed Sunday 
when 54 radical agitators passed 
through 'Chicago In two heavily guard- 
ed tourist sleepers, bound for Imme- 
diate deportation from an Atlantic 
port. 

Forty of' the prisoners came direct 
from Seattle, where they took part' in 
fomenting the general strike Which 
.has paralyzed that city.' The- news of 
their departure was not allowed to 
become public In Seattle, and the ac- 
tion of tl»e government is mudo 
known first through this story. 

Throe ringleaders of the Seattle up- 
rising, one prominent Spokane agita- 
tor, a dangerous I. W. W. leader from 
Denver and five alien convicts, ar- 
rested in Chicago, were conspicuous 
among the prisoners •gathered into the 
federal net and now well on their 
way toward the lands of their birth 
lis . "undesirable citizens.!' 

The bulk of the inch wore alien la- 
bor agitators picked up by officers of 
the United States immigration service 
during a year of secret campaigning 
in industrial centers of the Pacific 
coast. 

The one and only attempt at a mob 
delivery of the prisoners was frus- 
trated by the foresight of the federal 
officers. Before tho prison train 
reached Butte, Mont., officers were 
warned that I. W. W. lenders in that 
city and Helena had learned of the 
deportation and were massing to de- 
liver their comrades; 

The two cars, then attached to a 
regular train, were cut off at a Junc- 
tion and set into another train, which 
made a wide detour, missing both 
Butte and Helena vand striking the 
main line well to the east of the dan- 
ger point, while the L W. W. mob 
spread over Montana In a futile at- 
tempt at rescue. 

The five prisoners who were ndded 
to the party here are alien convicts 
who were sentenced to deportation 
under the 1917 act. 

The Immigration service bases its 
new policy of constructive deporta- 
tion on the Immigration act passed by 
congress October 10, 1018. 

Seattle, Feb. 10. — Municipal officials, 
headed by Mayor Ole Hanson and; as- 
sisted by a committee of business men, 
turned their attention to plans for 
immediately resuming the city's indus- 
trial and commercial activities which 
have been deranged since last Thurs- 
day by a general strike of approxi- 
mately 55,000 union men and women. 
All industries affected by the strike 
will be resumed with or without the 
aid of union workers, Mayor Hunson 
announced last night, and, if need be, 
the cUy authorities will Import work- 
ers from other sections of the country 
to take the place of the strikers. 

A collapse of the strike movement 
wivs confidently expected by officials, 
despite the action of the strikers* con- 
ference committee early. Sunday morn- 
ing in refusing to yield on the question 
of returning to work. 

When the general strike committee 
of 330 representatives of local unions 
met this morning, conservative mem- 
bers said they planned to break the 
strike througir withdrawing some of 
the less' determined unions.

. Unionism or I. W. W.ism.

MANY YANKS WERE NAUGHTY 

Three Hundred and Seventy Thousand 

American Soldiers Were Court- 

Martlaled During War. 



Soviet Formed in Arizona. 
Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. ll.-rl'rellmlnnry 
organization of a soldiers, sailors and 
workers' council was effected here, 
The meeting wns attended by about 
fifteen soldiers and sailors in uniform 
and one hundred civilians. 



•Washington, Feb. 10.— The fact that 
there were more than 370,000 court- 
martial trials of American soldiers 
during the war was disclosed by Sec- 
retary of War Baker In a letter to the 
senate. Of this number, 22,000 cases 
were henrd by general courts-martial, 
while about 350,000 were tried by spe- 
cial or summary courts, the offenses 
being of a minor nature. 

Secretary Baker's letter giving the 
figures was sent In response to Senator 
Borah's resolution, adopted last week, 
directing the war department to send 
the court-martial records to the sen- 
ate. 



Seattle, Wash., Feb. 11.— Mayor Ole 
Hanson issued the following statement 
regarding Seattle's general strike. 

"Two years ago '15,000 workmen 
were employed In the industries of 
Scuttle. There are now 05,000. The 
unions have admitted to their ranks 
under the stress of war conditions 
every bolshevlkl and I. W. W. who de- 
sired to Join. These men liave secured 
control of muny labor organizations. 
The conservative members have shown 
their yellow streak by allowing the 
foes of organized government to run 
their unions and their affairs. 

"When the shipyard strike was 
culled the men went out unwillingly In 
most Instances; although there Is a 
feeling that the lower paid men were 
not getting sufficient -wage when flo- 
ured on the present cost of living. 

"Then the radicals, having rend of 
the revolution In Petrogrnd, tried to 
duplicate the Inltlul steps of the same 
here. They wanted to run our light 
plant and nil Industries. They had for- 
gotten the lessou tlie bolshevlkl in Ger- 
many acquired when they tried the 
policy of ruthlessness. • 

"The city government, told them to 
go to hell— that ull things would run 
us long ns there was a -government and 
made no concession to the revolution- 
ists. They closed down the newspaper 
plants through fear Of Injury of the 
employees of newspapers. 

"Business, always 'cowardly, hunted 
Its hole for u little time until I an- 
nounced that all people would be pro- 
tected to the last man and that we 
had 1,500 men armed with rifles to kill 
on sight any one that caused disorder. 
"Yesterduy I notified the strike com- 
mittee that at 8 o'clock this morning 
everything would operate. Everything 
is activity In Seattle this morning. 
Every municipal car Is running.- 

"Gathered here are hundreds and 
thousands of Russian bolshevlkl who 
have arrived here during the lust two 
years. These scoundrels want to take 
possession of our American govern- 
ment' and try to duplicate the anarchy 
of Ilussiu. 

"The seat of government is the city 
hall. I gave orders to shoot' on sight 
any disturber of the peace. They know 
from the experience they had at the 
riot a few weeks ago that we meant 
business and, believe -me, we did. 

"This is a test of unionism or I. W. 
W.ism. If iiny one owes higher alle- 
giance to any organization than they 
do to this country, they arc traitors 
and should be treated as such. 

"The unions of the nation are on 
trial. They are either American Fcd- 
•Ftttlori of Labor loyalists, or bolshevik, 
traitors. 

"This morning the strike is broken. 
Business Is resuming. Strikers arc re- 
turning to work. Our city no longer 
lies prostrate. Ninety per cent of Seat- 
tle stands firm for Americanism. The 
other 10 per cent will be driven from 
this community." 



Archangel, Feb. 7.— Heavy losses 
were inflicted on the anarchists by the 
American forces. The enemy was 
driven back lu disorder from the vil- 
lage of Vlstuvka, on the Vago. 

The American casualties were five 
killed and several wounded. Many an- 
archist soldiers were taken prisoner 
by the Americans. * 

The enemy early In the morning be- 
gun a bombardment with field guns 
and howitzers, and under cover of a 
shrapnel and pompom barrage essayed 
a frontal attack with Infantry In the 
afternoon. 

The American troops, who were 
rested after their retirement from 
Shenkursk and were now established 
In a good position, poured n heavy fire 
from artillery and machine gumv, lnt« 
the charging anarchists. 

Omsk,. Feb. 7.— Two divisions of 
anarchists have been virtually anni- 
hilated by Siberian troops under Gen- 
eral Gnlda at Kungur; 50 miles south- 
east of Perm, according to an official 
statement Issued here.

U.S. CASUALTIES IN RUSSIA 



Archangel Region LoBses Include 180 

Americans Killed or Missing 

In Action, 

Washington, Feb. 10.— Total casual- 
ties in the American forces In the 
Archangel region of lltissla' up to and 
Including January 31 were 180 killed, 
died of wounds, sickness or from other 
causes, or missing. In action, and 220 
wounded or Injured, making a total 
casualty list of 409 out of a force num- 
bering 4,625; 

This Information was contalaed in a 
cablegram from Archangel dated Feb- 
ruary 4. The casualties were listed as 
follows ;
